lernoon neiore, out the wind and waves 
were so high no railroad company 
would dare venture one of Its train* 
across tbe flve-mlle bridge that span* 
tbe bay between tbe island and tbe 
main land, consequently I bad to re- 
main and remaining I bad to see, and 
what I saw will ever be pictured as 
vividly on my memory as it was on tbe 
morning following that eventful night. 
Tbe only unfortunate ones In tbe hos- 
pital were tbe 2*i Sisters, whose band- 
some borne across tbe street and every- 
thing they possessed, went down In tbe 
tidal wave. They bore It with tbe same 
fortitude thev bear everything and In- 
stead of grieving remained at tbeir re- 
spective post* ministering to tbe wants 
of tbe afflicted. Tbe building we were 
to cost a quarter of a million dollars 
and was one of tbe most substantial la 
the city. The roof, however, was taken 
olT and not a single glass was left. Tbe 
kitchen smoke stack, «i0 feet high, came 
in on one corner of the building, com- 
pletely demolishing it, but no one re- 
ceived anything more than a terrible 
scare. We were on tbe highest ptiint 
of tbe itlapd, six feet above the level 
of tbe sea, and notwithstanding that 
the water reached a depth of seven feel 
around us 

I did not venture out until Monday 
afternoon when I accompanied two of 
the physicians to the gulf beach, where 
we saw TOO bodies laid along in rows for 
the uurpose of ideniiUcatlon. It soon 
became apparent tboiigb. that all elTnrt 
at identlbcatlon would have to be *toi>- 
ped and these bodies, one half of them 
naked and distorted, were loaded like 
lumber on two large barges and towed 
out to sea, there to be consigned to a 
watery grave. It was a sickening sight 
and one never to be forgotten. One of 
the most pitiable of any I saw was that 
of a little babe about two years of age. 
He was tied on a door with a bottle of 
milk around bis neck, evidently placed 
there by its pa^eni* who apprehended 
tbe worst anj ibioklng t>erbaps tbe lit- 
tle fellow would pull through when 
they went down. Battling with tbe 
wave* was too much for him and be 
soon succunrbed, leaving a smile on his 
little face. Tbe thrilling experieuofi 
and ghastly sight* would bring a tear 
to tbe eyes of tbe hardest hearted 
wretch that ever lived. I saw men, 
women and cblldren utterly devoid o( 
sense and reason, totally insane, some 
praying they might die and others pul- 
llog the clothing from their backs and 
tbe hair from tbeir beads, while some 
would sit for awhile in a pathetic *i ' 
leoce then burst out In a laugh to be 
followed by tears. Perhaps their Ic- 
tsnitv was a blessing for they no long- 
er knew what bud happened. They 
were hopelessly insane, they were mad. 

Tbe city fur awhile .Monday was on 
the verg^ of anarchy. .Men and women 
were everywhere drunk. The Negroes 
and some white hyenas to bumao form,, 
as one paper called them, began to 
plunder the cilv and loot tbe bodies of 
the deal. Tbe mayor at noon swore in 
3U0 extra police, called out a company 
of soldiers and issued a proclamation 
declaring marital law As a result the 
saliKins were all closed, about 100 Nt- 
groes killed and order Qoully restored 
We bad no communication witb tbe 
outside world and people who bad rela- 
tive* or friends on tbe Island simply 
bad to wail until it was re-establlsbed. j 
It Is all sadness there now and it will : 
be many a day before Galveston is her- 
self again I came out on tbe steamer j 
Lawrence loaded with i>eople for near- 
ly every portion of tbe United States 
Some still weeping and other* realizing 
that they were going out Into tbe world 
to begin afresh tbe battle of life, face 
to face with destitution and want, bid 
their face* in tbeir band* and itoDlored 
Almighty God to take them to^ It 
will never be known bow many live* 
were lost, but tbe mayor's estimate of 
0,000 is thought to be cuuservative.

The report that Clara Barton, presi- 
dent of the Red Cross Association, wa‘ 
critically 111 In Calveston, hupiilly 
proves to be untrue Her indisposi- 
tion is slight and she Is directing the 
work of relief In the stricken city from 
her room. The death of this estima- 
ble woman would cause almost as great 
sorrow as the Galveston disaster itself. 
She has been presidentof the American 
Red Cross Society since Its organiza- 
tion In ls81, and her whole life, now 
verging on to three score years and lU, 
has been devoted to deeds of kindness. 
From the date of the civil war to this 
good hour, she has like a ministering 
dispatch ] angel, followed in the wake of great 
I ctlamlties. whether caused by the car- 
I nage of war or the fury of the element^, 
i doing all In her power to relieve the 
: distressed. May the demise of ihia 
; worthy successor of Floreone Nlghtin* 
' gale be postponed to the utmost limit 
j and then may she be wafted to Heaven 
' on Bowery beds of ease.

A short time aifu Hob- 
Inson came to bim and chaoired tbe 
story to tbe one testided to by blm, 

A dur.en witnesses testified mat not 
more than half a dozen persons were 
leathered about Goebel's body as be 
was carried by tbe Board of Trade Ho- 
tel and that be could be easily recof- 
nlzed by persona on the side walk. 
Howard bad testified that about ^>0 
persons bud t;atbered about bis body. 
Senator George Farris, of Laucasicr, 
and VV. I’. Kceder, deputy county 
clerk of Knox, testified that Stubble- 
field was a man of good cburacter. Both 
have known htm for years. Judge W. 

C. Lilly, of Estlll hud no recollection 
of seeing Howard u( Hi»urJ of Trade 
Hotel and I’roprietor Fence, of that 
hotel, William Triplett and tbe hotel 
clerk slated (losltlvely that Howard was 
nut there at tne time of tbe shmitlng. 
Triolett left tbe hotel 'with Eiliston. 

D. J .MoCartv, of Lexington, loaned a 
pistol to Uev. Slatniier, to protect 
Wnarton Golden and ^tarapsT told blm 
be believed that Golden's confession 
was tbe truth. He also said the same 
thing to Georgetown's chief of )>olice, 
I'ack Lusby. 

Tbe surrebuttal was of little lm|>art- 
ance and was completed before noon 
yesterday. 

Tbe instructions given are as follows. 
“First, If tbe jury believes from tbe

'V. \V. Anderson, of BarbourvilU?, 
b^rd Culuin tell Howard in Frank- 
i fun jail June 12, that be knew nothing 
; against him In eunoectlun with Goe- 
' bel s murder. 

C. H. Hoblnson, of Breathitt county, 
name to Frankfort Jan. 2U and met 
, Howard uexi day on the •quaro be- 
tween the Capliibl and Board of Trade 
Hotel. They went and sat by fire and 
' talked of mutual acquaintances. About 
16 minutes after they reached tbe hotel j 
a man unknown to witness came In and I 
said a riot was about to begin and Goe- 
bel bad been killed. Witness left ho- 
tel Immediately and a woman outside 
told blm Goebel bad been killed. On 
cross examlnaiioo witness said be was 
about executive building several days 
before tbe shouting. He admitted that 
I he staled to number of people tbat be 
! was coming out of tbe executive bund- 
ling as Goebel and Chinn enteied tbe 
gate, and before be reached tbe corner 
of tbe square be beasd a shot, turned 
and saw Goebel fall, but he said be was 
joking when be told them this and “we 
' mountain people joked about tbe kill- 
ing of Goebel.” He aisu told several 
that be was ^behind Goebel and saw 
him fall and tbat Cbinn displayed good 
judgment In jumping like a rooster, as 
they were also shooting at him. 

F, M. Foore, of Clark county, was in 
Board of Trade Hotel an hour before 
the sbouilng and a half hour before 
be saw Hubinson and Howard come 
there. He thought they were there at 
the time of shooting and bis best re- 
collection was that Howard didn't have 
a moustache. On cross-examination 
be said be never saw Howard before 
day of tbe shooting, was never intro- 
duced u> Howard and didn't know un- 
til tbe afternoon that the man talking 
to Robinson was Howard. 

Fount Hayden, of Franklin county, 
said tbat 'Bowman Gaines did not go 
out of bis stable fur 15 minutes after 
the shot. Gaines bad testified to see- 
ing a man jump over a ferce after 
tbe shooting. After cross-examination 
Mr, Hayden's testimony amounted to 
nothing. .A. It. Dycbe, of tbe London 
Echo, said witness Stubblefield bad au- 
thorized blm to deny a story published 
tbat be bad been talking to attorneys 
fur tbe prosecution and working 
against Howard and to also write How. 
ard be was doing nothing against bim. 
Stubblefield did not tell blm be anew 
nothing agalust blm. C. E. .Merrill, a 
reiiorter of a Louisville paper, said 

S. ubblefield bad told him be believed 
Howard innocent. Witness formerly 
lived In Laurel county and bad been 
Inaicled for shouting “a fellow,” who 
died from tbe effect of tbe shot. Jailer 

T. C. Cundlff, of Clay, bAd also beard 
St'jbblefield say tbat Howard was in- 
nocent of tbe murder. He said tbat 
Stubblefield was of bad /moral charac- 
ter, but on cross-examination, said be 
was bis close friend. H. J, Clark, 
county clerk of Clay, loaned Howard 
money Jan. 27, to go to Frankfort and 
gel a pardon. He said Stubblefield was 
a man of bad character. D. L. Walk- 
er, a .Manchester merchant, said How- 
ard bad no moustache in January and 
Stubblefield bas no character. Robert 
Craft, of same place, made same state- 
ment. W, J. Roberts and H, B. Mar- 
cum, of Clay, also gave Stubblefield a 

' bad name. The>defense here closed in 
chief. 

J. L Eillsion, a lawyer of Covington, 
was then called by tbe Commonwealth. 
He was In tbe Board of Trade Hotel a 
half hour before tbe shooting and went 
from there to court of apfieals room 15 
minutes before. He passed through tbe 
office as he went out and no one was in 
the office except tbe clerk and Robert 
Triplett. He stated positively tbat 
Howard was not there. .\)r. Elliston 
married Miss Ida Givens, of this couo- 
ly, a daughter of tbe late Jackson Giv- 
ens. W, C. Tbrelkeld, of Covington, 
saw Jim Howard and Berry Howard In 
Frankfort restaurant at 10 o'clock on 
' night of shooting. Witness and those 
with blm were Introduced to tbe How- 
ards and when they learned they were 
from Cuvloglon, Jim Howard arose aod 
was very nervous.

C. Beauv, of Breathitt CJUDty, had 
heard H. C. RobloMO tay 25 timet at 
leaai, that be waa Id front of tbe Stale 
boute when tbe thootlogr wat done and 
taw Goebel fall. A abort time aifu Iwb* 
Inton came to him and chanired the 
ttorr to tbe one leatided to by him. 

A dozen wltnotaet teatifled tnat not 
more than half a dozen peraona were 
Italhered about Goebel'a body aa be 
wan carried by tbe Board of Trade Ho- 
tel and that be ouuld be eaaily reuoE- 
oized by peraona on tbe tide walk. 
Howard bad teatifled that about 50 
peraona bad t;atbercd about bia body. 
Senator Ccorite E'arrla, of Laucaaler, 
and \V. P. lleeder, deputy county 
clerk of Knox, teatifled that Stubble- 
fleld waa a man of (rood character, fttitb 
have known bfm for } cart. Judife W. 
C. Lilly, of ENilIl had no recollection 
of •eclc); Howard a( Board of Trade 
Hotel and Proprietor I’encc, of that 
hotel, William Triplett and the hotel 
clerk atated itoritlvely that Howard was 
not thertt at tne llnio of the ahootinif. 
Trlolett left tbe hotel ‘with Blliaton. 
IJ. J. .McCartv, of Lexlocton. loaned a 
pistol to liev. .Stamper, to protect 
Wharton Golden and Stamper told him 
ho believed that Golden's confession 
was the truth. Hr also ...aid the same 
tbiuK to Geora'etown's chief of iiolice, 
Zack Lusby. 

Tbe surrebtittal was of little import- 
ance and was completed before noon 
yesterday.

The testimony in tbe James Howard 
case continued on Friday as follows; 
Dr. W. P. Phillips, of Clay county, saw 
Howard about the middle of January 
and thinks be bad no moustache. Could 
not remember conversation In which 
he told George Wall that Howard had 
told him be bad free access to Taylor's 
private oMce in Frankfort. Howard is 
■ubjecito lapses of memory since a lick 
on his head In '96. 

C. O. Reynolds, of Lexington, said 
edItoD told him Hogg bad fixed things 
for him with the prosecution. He was 
lo bis office on tbe second floor of the 
executive building when the shot was 
Dred and ran to the window and looked 
out. T. F. Sinclair, Will Ueynoldsand 
S. D. Willis were with him. Thlscon- 
tradicts Sinclair, who previously testi- 
fied that be was on first floor when tbe 
I shot was fired. Witness returned to 
I bis otllce aftci luokiug out >be window 
^ and said to |>ersous there that Goebel's 
j bands quivered as he ftil. 

'V. VV. Anderson, of BarbourvilU', 
h^rd Culum toll Howard in Frank- 
. fort jail June 12, tbat be knew nuihing 
against him la cunncctlon with Goe- 
bel s murder. 

C. H, Robinson, of Ureatbitt county, 
oame to Frankfort Jan. 29 and met 
Howard next day on the square be- 
tween the CapiliU and Board of Trade 
Hotel. They went and sal by lire and 
talked of mutual acquaintances. About 
; lOminuies after they reached tbe hotel 
a man unknown to witness came In and 
said a riot war about to begin and Goe- 
bel bad been killed. Witness left ho- 
tel Immediately and a woman outside 
told bim Goebel bad been killed. On 
cross examlnailoD witness said be was 
about executive building several days 
before the shooting. He admitted tbat 
he staled to oumber of people that be 
was coming out of the executive build- 
ing as Goebel and Chinn enteied the 
gale, and before he reached tbe corner 
of the square he beasU a shot, turned 
and saw Goebel fall, but he said be was 
joklug when be told them this and “we 
; mountain people joked about tbe kill- 
ing of Goebel.'' He also told several 
that be was ‘behind Goebel and saw 
him fall and tbat Chinn displayed good 
judgment In jumping like a rooster, as 
' they were also shooting at him. 

F. M. Poore, of Clark county, was in 
Board of Trade Hotel an hour before 
' tbe shooting and a half hour before 
be saw Koblnson and Howard come 
there. He thought they were there at 
the time of shooting and bis best re- 
collection was that Howard didn't have 
a moustache. On cross-examination 
be said be never saw Howard before 
day of the shooting, was never intro- 
duced to Howard and didn't know un- 
til the afternoon tbat tbe man talking 
to Robinson was Howard. 

Fount Hayden, of Franklin county, 
said that 'Bowman Gaines did not go 
out of bis stable for 15 minutes after 
tbe shot. Gaines Dad testified to see- 
ing a man jump over a fei.ee after 
tbe sbooting. After cross-examlnatloo 
Mr. Hayden's testimony amounted to 
nothing.

T. C. CundlfT, of Clay, bkd also beard 
St'jbblefield say tbat Howard was in- 
nocent of tbe murder. He said tbat 
Stubblefield was of bad imoral charac- 
ter, but on crost-examinailon, said be 
was his close friend. H. J. Clark, 
county clerk of Clay, loaned Howard 
money Jan. 27, to go to Frankfort and 
get a pardon. He said Stubblefield was 
a man of bad character. D. L. Walk- 
er, a .Manchester merchant, said How- 
ard bad DO moustnebe In January and 
Stubblefield has no character. Robert 
Craft, of same place, made same state- 
ment. W. J. Roberts and H. B. Mar- 
cum, of Clay, also gave Stiibblefleid a 
bad name. Tbeadefente here closed in 
chief. 

J. L Eiliitun, a lawyer of Covington, 
wan then called by tbe Commonwealth.

Witness and those 
with him were introduced to the How- 
ards and when they learned they were 
from Covington, Jim Howard arose and 
was very nervous. W. E. .Miller, of 
Covington, corroborated Tbrelkeld and 
DOticeJ that Jim Howard bad a fresh 
shave.
